At Fort Wraugol, Jeneau and Sitka 


many Inch-in ^omen may bo seen -with 
a pieco of wood or bono m the lower 
lip, and the Size of this savage ornament 
indicates tho ago of its o\vuer. When'a 
girl marries, her lower lip is pierced, 
and a peg of wood or a piece of bouo 
the size of a pea is inserted. As sho 
Brows older this is fticieabed in size un- 
til it is almost as wide as her chin and 
one-fourth of an inch high. The result 
is naturally most unsightly. 


There is an interesting family at Fort 


Wraiagel which illustrates perfectly this 
peculiar custom. It includes four gener- 
ations. A young girl may be seen sit- 
ting at one cide of the one roomed 
sqnare frame house, while her mother, 
grandmother and great-grandmother are 
squatted on the earthern floor neai the 
door, offering mats and baskets to the 
ship's passengers who ccino on shore. 


The girl has no disfiguring ornament 


on her chin, bflt the others have, and 
the piece of bone in the feeble old great- 
grandmother's lower hp looks like a 
wart such as Gulliver way have seen 
upon the hands of the Brobdmgnagiaiis. 


This index to tho Indian womanS age 


is about one-eighth of an inch in thick- 
ness and is kept in place like n cuff 
button.—New York Pi ess 


An Indian's Education. 


The physical training of the hunter 


was a part of the education of every In- 
dian boy and diffeient tribes had differ- 
ent modes of developinp the powers of 
endurance. 
Among the Omahas the 


yonth were taught to rnu, not so much 
to run rapidly for a short d^tance as to 
keep np an oven pace for many miles, 
and the habit of careful obaei-\atiou w^is 
also inculcated 
Tho rnnueis' services 


on the tribal hunt were important. It 
was necessary for thorn to be fble tc 
travel far in search of the buffalo aud to 
return quickly, so that the tribe could 
go forward and tho hunters encomp iss 
tho herd before it could move any gu it j 
distance. They must also closely note 
tho topography of the country as they 
ran l">re r.^d there m search of the game 
so as to be able to direct tne tr bo to 
the herd over the shortest route, \\huh 
they might not themselves have tiavel- 
ecl They must also be constantly on the 
watch for tracks or signs of an enemy, 
lest they should bring the tribe into 
danger It was not uncommon for these 
young men to run from 70 to 100 miles 
within 24 hours, taking very httlo rest

The observer, in order to see a picture 


to the besfr ad vantage, must adjust bin 
vision to that of the artiit who produced 
it Most of us dp 4hii instinctively. No 
oulyjdo'we select the*est point of view 
frojrtwhiob to observe a picture, bat w 
recede from the pain ting until the light 
mid colors blend iu just the right degree 
In addition to that many instinctivel 
pinch Ihe eyes together, producing thn 
a momentary astigmatism, such as th 
artist had produced in his own eye, an 
find the pioturo thus apparently iin 
proved. 


A most useful appliance for viewin 


pictures is the ko called utouopaio slil 
This is merely a slit one or two mi Hi 
meters in width iu a card or thin plat 
of bras--. Simple ns this device is bn 
few persons are aware of how much i 
adds to the effect in viewing paintings 
as it allows the rays of light in oiil 
one meridian to pass through the corne 
of the observer. If be wishes to look a 
a pjsinung done by an attist whose 
vision is normal, or nearly so, tho ob 
server t urus the slit around to cotrespon 
with the meridian of his own best vision 
If, however, he looks at a piotuie i 
\Uiich it is desirable to have overlappin 
of tho retinal images—at one where 
the colors must be mixed in the eye, fo 
example—it is necessary to rotate th 
sift to another position, usually at righ 
finclea to the first, and with this a can 
vis which before showed too clearly th 
blotches of color now becomes blended 
inio a much more perfect whole. 


I would recommend this simple de- 


vice to any one who has not already ex 
perimented with it. Thus, by adjustin 
our own personal equation of eyesigh 
to that of the artist, we literally obtain 
bis point of view. The colors are heigh! 
ened, the daubs blend aud new beantie 
appear. Instead of seeking, like our 
friend mentioned at first, for "th 
handiest way to get out of this 'er 
place, "we are glad to stay longer t 
study and to enjoy. 
Here, as every 


where, it is art and science togethe 
that yield the richest result. If scienc 
is allowed to be the interpreter, we ma; 
gain a heightened enjoyment of art an 
the artist a comforting increase of ap 
preeiatiou.—Lncien Howe, M. D., i:
